Inspection service at Vanceboro, Me., and vicinity. 

Vanceboro, Me., March S, 1902. 
Sir : For the week ended March 1, I have inspected approximately 
500 passengers, of whom I vaccinated 50, chiefly second-class travel 
from north shore of New Brunswick, which is now about the only por- 
tion of the province which contains smallpox. St. John, Moncton, and 
Baillie or Lynnfield are now practically free from the disease. Some 
new cases have developed during the. week about Campbellton and 
Bathurst, necessitating the quarantine and disinfection of railway cars, 
quarantine of hotels, etc. From that section we are now getting a 
heavy travel, and I consider that all these, especially the second class, 
should be vaccinated before beiDg admitted.
